Mondes. A little volume by Ed. Fournier, L'Esprit dans 0? Histoire, 
must be added to this list, for there is more of the true essence of history 
in it than in many a bulky tome whose errors it rectifies. 

A work is announced as soon to be published under the title of His- 
toire du Congrés de Paris, by M. Goudon. A narrative of the Northern 
Excursion of Prince Napoleon is also soon to appear, splendidly printed, 
illustrated and bound. Hachette, who has just issued a translation of 
Thackeray’s Henry Esmond, announces as forthcoming shortly, Le Che- 
‘palier Sarti, a Musical Romance by P. Scudo, Le Roi des Montagnes, by 
Edward About,—JHistoire dela Revolution Frangaise, by Th. H. Barran, 
in 1 vol., and a finely illustrated volume, entitled Les Znvirons de Paris, 
by Ad. Joanne. 

A work has just appeared in 2 vols., entitled 7? Amérique Protestante, 
Notes et Observations d’un Voyageur, by W. Rey, which may excite some 
curiosity on the other side of the Atlantic. Among recent Protestant 
publications at Paris, the most successful, after Les Adieux d* Adolphe 
Monod G ses amis et a V Eglise, has been La Famille Chretienne, a volume 
containing seven sermons by E. de Pressensé. Audin’s tudes sur la 
Reforme have also continued to meet with great success, and to stimu- 
late a growing interest in Protestant Literature. 

Meanwhile the Abbé Migne and his co-laborers in their vast establish- 

ment of the Ateliers Catholiques, at Petit-Montronge, outside the dar- 
riére d’Enfer, are by no means idle. You would be convinced of this 
by reading the immense advertisement of the Abbé in the last number 
of the Journal de la Librairie. It you are curious (he says in conclu- 
sion,) to see practised at once and on a grand scale, all the arts relating 
to typography, you are invited to honor with your visit the Ateliers 
Catholiques du Petit Montronge. We can say at once ; in effect, to be 
convinced of this, it suffices to glance at the words, Jmprimerie-librairie, 
Fonderie, Stereotypie, Glaguge, Satinage, Brochure, Reliure, and Pein- 
ture, inscribed on the front of the establishment, and the meeting of 
which might not be found on the programme even of the Imperial 
Printing Office. We can say too, on a grand scale; for steam is there 
applied to mechanical power, and their force of production is such that 
they can give birth to 2000 volumes in 4to. every 24 hours! Thus the 
hand of a monk in other days could not copy in three years what is done 
in a single minute in the Catholic printing office. You there see begin, 
proceed, and terminate, without paying tribute to any exterior industry, 
more vast publications than have ever been undertaken anywhere, not 
only by private individuals, but by congregations or by governments, 
since the invention of printing. 

Bibliothéque Universelle du Clerge, ou Cours Complets sur chaque 
branche de la Science Ecclesiastigue—such isthe general title of the great 
collection of 2000 vols. in 4to., which the Abbé Migne offers for 10,000 
frances ,($2000) to his subscribers, and 7,600 franes to those who choose 
to pay cash down, on the reception of the works already completed. So 
you see the Methodist Book-concern at New York is not the only gi- 
gantic book-concern in the world. 








Piterary Intelligence. 


Daep.—A Correctionx.—The following appears in the Boston Tran- 
seript: “Our attention has been called to the Ellowing aragraph, which ap- 
peared in your paper on Monday, credited to the Circular of the New York 
publishers ; 

Literary.—‘ Dred’ has not yet appeared in France. Mrs. Stowe has had 
the work translated, under her own supervision, by an American lady,— 
Madame Prrarre, most probably,—and offers it to any French publisher for 
the sum of eleven hundred and fifty dollars. Up to this moment there has 
been difficulty in finding a purchaser at that price.” 

As this statement is calculated to injure the book by producing the im- 
pression that it has no reputation upon the continent, we desire to contradict 
the story, and to pronounce it a sheer fabrication. Mrs. Stowe placed the 
disposal of the French copyright of “ Dred” in the hands of her London 

ublishers—Messrs, Sampson, Low, Son & Co. And early in October, before 

‘cof, Stowe left England, an arrangement was concluded wth a Parisian 
house. We respectfully ask editors who have copied the item above to 
notice this correction. 

We have no means of knowing what reception “ Dred ” has met with in 
Paris, or whether it has been published even; but at the last advices the sale 
in London had reached 125,000 copies, with an unabated demand.

InternationaL Coryricut.—Mr. 8. G. Goodrich in his “ Recollections of 
Lifetime,” considers at some length the subject of international copyri . 
With regard to a law by whick the markets of England and America would 
be thrown open to the free competition of authors, publishers, and book 
sellers, he observes :— ; 

“The grounds of objection to the scheme thus presented are various but 
the most formidable one is this: if the two countries thus become one ma 
it will be mainly to the advantage of the British publishers. The British are 4 
nation of sellers, not buyers. They preach free trade to all the world, but 
when a market is open, they rush in and engross it. It is free trade, but 
only to them. If we enter into the proposed partnership, they will buy few 
of our copyrights—those only of our first authors, and few books beyond 
samples. We may perhaps be permitted to purchase some copyrights of 
them, and publish the works here; but the general course of things will be 
this: the London publishers, having the control of British copyrights, will 
send their agents to New-York, Boston, and Philadelphia, or thoy will here 
form branch establishments. Through these we shall be supplied with British 
books from British type, on British paper, and with British binding.” 

Farther on he presents a plan, In outiine, which deserves the careful cop. 
sideration of all whose interests are involved. 

“1, An author, being a citizen of Great Britain, shall have copyright in 
the United States for a period not exceeding fourteen years, on the following 
conditions: 

“9. He shall give due notice, in the United States, of his intention to 
secure his copyright in this country, three months before the publication of 
his book; and this shall be issued in the United States within thirty days 
after its publication in Great Britain. : 

“3. His work shall be published by an American citizen, who shall lodge 
a certificate in the office of the clerk of the conrt of the district where he 
resides, stating in whose behalf the copyright is taken, and this shall be 
printed on the back of the title-page. 

“4. The work shall be printed on American paper, and the binding shal] 
be wholly executed in the United States. 

“5. This privilege shall extend only to books, and not to periodicals. 

“6, The arrangement thus made in behalf of the British authors ip 
America, to be extended to the American authors in Great Britain, and upon 
similar conditions.” 


Mr. F. H. Underwood, who is connected with the publishing house of 
Phillips, Sampson & Co., has prepared, and is to deliver, a lecture upon the 
subject of Book-publishing. 


The San Francisco Mercantile Library, which is in a very flourishing 
condition, is to be enlarged. Arrangements have been made for the de- 
livery of a course of lectures during the winter. 


The Southern Parlor Magazine, edited by Mrs. E. V. McCord, and lately 
published in Memphis, is to be published hereafter in New Orleans. 


Harrer & Brorners will commence the publication of a weekly paper, 
Jan. 3d, 1857. It will be called “ Harpers’ Weekly : a Journal of Civiliza- 


tion.” 


The Maryland Historical Society received, a short time ago, from the old 
Library Company of Baltimore, a transfer of eleven thousand volumes, with 
a condition that they should be added to the three thousand volumes owned 
by the former Society, and made a free library of consultation and reference 
for the use of the public. The public are now appealed to in aid of the 
project, which, it is stated, must fall without public assistance. 


Mr. William Strickland, the bookseller, who was expelled from Mobile, 
has established himself in Milwaukie. 


The first daily newspaper printed in Virginia was in 1780, and the sub- 
scription price was $50 per annum. The daily paper of that date was not 
so large as a sheet of common foolseap; and a dozen of them contained about 
as much reading matter as one finds in a two-cent daily of our day. 


Eeyerian Newsparer.—A new paper, which is especially designed to suit 
the wants of the people of Syria and Egypt, was commenced in Mareh, and 
bears the name of Mirat-ul-Ahval, or “ Mirror of the People,” and is issued 
weekly. The editor is Mr. Churchill, an Englishman, assisted by a native, 
well read in Arabic literature. For a time, the circulation must be extremely 
limited, from the paucity of those who are able to read. But every number 
will be a school and a schoolmaster, increasing the number of readers and 
subscribers, since the Arabs spend their evenings in re-unions at each other's 
houses, where the villagers collect till the house is full, and sitting upon the 
floor, listen delightedly till midnight to the news and the stories which any 
one might be able to relate. The Arabic paper will become the story-teller 
and newsmonger, and thus the educator of the race. It is to be hoped that 
soon the liberality of the Porte will tolerate other papers in the same lan- 
guage, which shall unfold Christian ideas and advocate a higher civilization. 


Royat Brres.—The New York Observer reports that John Tappan, Esq. 
of Boston, has ordered of the American Bible Society a number of 1m 
uarto bibles, bound in Turkey morocco, with panel covers, each to be en- 
closed in a rosewood ease, and presented to each of the crowned heads of the 
world. The books will cost about $30 a copy, and are said to be magnificent 
specimens of work. 
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Muniricent Bequests To Harvarp Cottece.—We are gratified to learn 
that, by a provision of the will of the late Dr. Henry Wales, the library of 
Harvard College has, within the last month, become possessed of a collection 
of books, perhaps the most splendid that was ever, at any one time, added 
to its stores. These volumes, about fourteen hundred in number, were, for 
the most part, purchased by the testator while residing in Europe. They 
include many specimens of magnificent typography, and are almost all clothed 
jn elegant bindings. The fastidious tastes of a book-lover were freely in- 
dulged in their selection and adornment, but the claims of utility were not 
the less borne in mind. The votaries of Sanskrit, German and Italian litera- 
ture will find among them many volumes equally costly and indispensable. 
Most valuable of all are those which bear upon the ancient language and 

try of Hindostan. Dr. Wales was himself a zealous student of Sanskrit, 
and the apparatus he had accumulated for the pursuit of that attractive, 
though here neglected department of learning, Jeaves little to be desired. 
After the Indian, the Italian books are the most. remarkable. Among them 
are Very numerous editions of Dante, Petrarch, Tasso, and Boccaccio, and a 
considerable number of the finest productions of the Bodoni press—master- 
pieces of the printer’s art—too well known to connoisseurs to require special 
notice. To these are to be added the finest editions of the great modern 
writers of Germany, and the most necessary volumes on the earlier poetry of 
that country, many Latin, Greek, and Romaic books, and a few expensive 
illustrative works, like Canina’s Roman Edifices, and Inghirami’s Etruscan 
Monuments. Ali these form, as we have said, one of the richest collections 
ever added to the library, and a collection as remarkable for practical use- 
fulness as for beauty and finish. It is intended that the whole set shall be 
kept together, and placed in a conspicuous position in Gore Hall. 

Dr. Wales, on many occasions, during his life, showed a warm attach- 
ment to the University, in which he was nurtured. In forming his library, 
he kept preteney in view the probable wants of the institution, to which, 
in accordance with an early resolution, he bequeathed it. But we have yet 
to mention the most substantial proof of his devotion to the interests of the 
College and of his favorite branch of learning. By another clause of his will, 
the sum of forty thousand dollars is set aside, to be ultimately dedicated to 
the foundation of a Chair of Sanskrit Literature at Cambridge. 


Prorosats for publishing from Original Manuscripts a series of Volumes 
relating to American History, to be entitled the “ Historical Series of the 
Albany Institute.”—At a meeting of the Albany Institute, held at its rooms 
October 20, 1856, the President invited the attention of its members to a 
proposition for printing a series of volumes, designed to embrace authentic 
and valuable documents, relating to American History, derived from unpub- 
lished manuscripts belonging to the State archives, the Institute, and the 
State Library. Several sheets of a volume in press relating to Nantuckett 
and adjacent Islands, while dependent on New York, (1664--1692,) were sub- 
mitted for examination as a specimen of the style and plan of the contem- 
plated series. 

A specific plan was submitted to the Institute by Dr. Franklin B. Hough, 
in accordance with the above suggestion ;—the subject was discussed and ap- 
proved, and the following members were appointed an Advisory Committee, 
to exercise a general supervision of the enterprise, viz. ;—Hon. Joun V. L. 
Prurn, President of Institute, Hon. Atexanper S. Jonnson, Vice President, 
Dr. 8. Oakey VANDERPOEL, Prof. Amasa McCoy, Joun E. Gavrr, Esq., Secretary, 
Heyry A. Homes, Esq., State Library. 

It was decided that the care of editing, printing, binding, and distributing 
the volumes, with the correspondence incident thereto, should be assigned to 
Dr. Hough, and that the series thus published should be sold only to sub- 
scribers. The following plan was then adopted: 

_ L The volumes shall be printed on heavy paper of fine quality, and in the

A Lirerary Antiqurry.—Among the literary treasures in Durham Ca- 
thedral, England, is a book with the eover executed in needle-work b Lady 
Arabella Stuart, niece of Mary, Queen of Scots, and granddaughter of 
Henry the Seventh, who died a lunatic in the Tower. She was a well-edu- 
cated woman, and worked the cover to show her respect for Greek and He- 
brew learning. Her handiwork is now a little tattered, and one day a lad 
visitor to the cathedral, being admitted to the library, with a young woman's 
kindness and love of neatness, offered to “mend the cover ”—an offer which, 
of course, was declined.

From the Litcrary Gazette, 

The death of M. Goujon, of the Observatory of Paris, is announced. 
Although only thirty-three years of age, he was not undistinguished in as- 
tronomical science. Amongst other things, he discovered a comet, demon- 
strated the periodical appearance of Brorsen’s comet, assisted in determining 
the difference of longitude between Paris and Greenwich, &c. He was for 
some years secretary and assistant to Arago. 

The Academy of Brussels was lately called on to distribute a prize for a 
treatise demonstrating (as nearly as from the absence of authentic materials 
can be done) the precise birthplace of Charlemagne; but none of the trea- 
tises sent in, though the number was great, was considered worthy of the 
prize. In an elaborate report on the subject, M. Poland, one of the members 
of the Academy, declared that, for his part, after a patient investigation o 
history, he had come to the conclusion, that the great sovereign was born 
neither in Carlsburg, nor Vargel, nor Ingelheim, nor Aix-la-Chapelle, nor in 
any other place in Germany, nor in the province of Liége, in Belgium, but 
somewhere in the Ile de France, in France-—that is, in the very cradle of 
what now constitutes the French kingdom. This is a conclusion which will 
certainly be received with extraordinary pleasure in France; but we may 
expect to see it vehemently combated by Belgians and Germans. 

One of the most remarkable institutions for Italian and Roman history is 
the Archivo Generale at Venice, and the Scuola di Paleographia united with 
it. Within the vast localities of the now suppressed Convent of the Fratri 
Minori di S. Francisco is collected the immense mass of documents of the 
former Venetian Republic, and of its secularized monasteries and brother- 
hoods. We have here a treasure hitherto hidden; for the majority of the 
documents were either unused or inaccessible. It is only a very short period 
since they have been arranged and restored in a manner that might serve as 
a pattern for the officials of the immense building now constructing on the 
Rolls property. The Imperial Government gives every aid in this laudable 
endeavor to the local authorities, and has expressed a wish, equivalent to 
command, that every facility be given to historical students wishing to con- 
sult it. With it about two years back a school was founded for the study of 
Paleograpy, or the deciphering ancient handwritings, the importance of 
which none but the deep historical student at the fountains of history can 
appreciate. 

The Vienna papers announce that a Danish savant has translated the 
Runie inscription on the celebrated Pirzus lion in Venice. According to the 
expounder, it announces that Harold Sigardson, half-brother of Olaf, the 
Saint, one of the Wiking pirates, in the year 1040, being called to the help of 
the Greek Emperor, with the aid of his Norman suite, conquered the Pireus, 
and levied tribute from the people. 

Monsieur Pauter, of Geneva, has just published a book, entitled “ Re- 
marques sur le Dictionnaire de l’Académie Francaise,” in which he has ex- 

ed the numerous mistakes which are to be found in that celebrated au- 
thority. M. Pauter’s work, which must have cost him immense labor and re- 
search, will become an absolutely necessary supplement to the French 
dictionary. 

From Rome, we learn that a most interesting discovery has just been 
made in a garden near the Piazza del Popolo. The owner of it in digging a 
well, struck against a solid mass of stone, which, on investigation, turned out 
to be a colossal bust of Minerva, with the inscription “ Populus Romanus 
Augusto Imperatori” carved on it: the length of the nose alone is sixteen 
inches ; it has been purchased by the Pope for the Vatican Museum. 

Brachvogal has just written a novel, taking the son of the great composer, 
Sebastian Bach, for its hero, whose many adventures and tragic end he 
describes. 

A complete edition of the works of Frederick the Great will shortly be 
published in Berlin, in thirty-two volumes.

Lixpsay & Buaxiston have published a second and enlarged edition of 
Morfit’s “‘ Chemical and Pharmaceutical Manipulations,” in one e 8vo. 
volume, with five hundred and thirty-seven illustrations. “To ize for 
chemistry its true character of a science—to render it ‘a system illustrated 
and proved by experiment,’ there is an indispensable need of proficiency in 
those manual operations of the laboratory, by means of which chemical 
changes are induced, observed, and estimated. This accomplishment in 
manipulation—this expertness in handling and adjusting implements, it is 
true, depends upon time and practice; but although the student may not 
become an adept in the art solely from written instructions, yet much may 
be thus taught which will lighten his labors, and smooth the way to the ac- 
quisition of skill and accuracy.” Such, in the language of the preface, is the 
object of the work. L. & B. also publish an illustrated edition of the “ Life 
of Martin Luther, and the Reformation in Germany,” with an Introduction 
by Rev. Theophilus Stork, D.D. It is}an {8vo., got up in, very readable 
style. 

Garret, Dick & Frrzceratp have got out a volume called “Tit for Tat,” 
a novel, by a° Lady of New Orleans, which we learn has met with a large 
circulation in the South. Itis in the nature of a reply to “ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” and we gather from the Introduction that it deals mainly with social 
abuses in Engand. 
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Ticxnor & Fretys favor us with three of their choice publications. 
“Faust,” translated by Charles T. Brooks, is another attempt to adequately 
render into English the master-piece of the great Goethe. The distinctive 
peculiarity of this version is, that in it is preserved the method of Goethe’s 
versification, with rd to masculine and feminine rhymes and alternation 
of measures. “A Physician’s Vacation ; or, a Summer in Europe,” by Wal- 
ter Channing, in which are described his travels through most of the coun- 
tries of Europe, having gone “from Boston to Moscow, from Moscow to 
Madrid, and from Madrid back to Boston.” “The Young Yagers,” by Cap- 
tain Mayne Reid, is a pleasant narrative of hunting adventures in Southern 
Africa, intended for youth. It is, in some sort, a continuation of the “Bush 
Boys,” and like that, introduces the most exciting descriptions of contests 
with fierce beasts. 


Suetpon, Biaxeman & Co. issue “ Life in Israel; or, Portraitures of He- 
brew Character,” by Maria T. Richards. These sketches belong to a series 
of which a part have already been published, under the title of “ Life in 
Judea,” a work which, though first in order of publication, is the second in 
order of time. “It has been the aim of the writer to supply parallel details 
of local and circumstantial character, which may serve to unfold some of the 
prominent eras of Biblical history, and to invest with a new interest the 
reading of the Bible.” 

Livermore & Rupp send us another of their light, agreeable works, called 
the “ Spuytenduyvel Chronicle.” It is a record of the fortunes and adventures 
of the family of the late lamented Silas Page, Esq., and contains many delicate 
satires on fashionable life in New York. The author, it appears, is a friend 
of “ Widow Page,” and designs this work as “a slight acknowledgment of 
kindnesses received from Mrs. Page; of the many times our unworthy knees 
have reposed beneath her hospitable mahogany—or, rather, oak; and of the 
dainties eaten, and numberless magnums of choice grape-blood quaffed from 
the surface thereof.” 


C. 8. Francis & Co. publish “ Autumnal Leaves: Tales and Sketches in 
Prose and Rhyme,” by Mrs. L. Maria Child. “Several of the articles con- 
tained in this volume have appeared in various periodicals ten or twelve 

ears ago. Others have been recently written, during the hours that could 
spared from daily duties.” The same firm supply us with a copy of 
“ Aurora Leigh,” a new poem, by Elizabeth Barrett Scie. In the de- 
dication to John Kenyon, Esq., she characterizes it as the most mature of her 
works, and the one into which her highest convictions upon life and art have 
entered. The following note from the authoress relates to the publishers: 
“‘ Having received what I consider to be sufficient remuneration for my poem 
of ‘Aurora Leigh,’ from Mr. Francis, of New York, it is my earnest desire 
that his right in this and future editions of the same may not be interfered 
with.” 

Dersy & Jackson issue the “Rainbow around the Tomb; or, Rays of 
Hope for those who Mourn,” by Emily Thornwell. This is a collection of 
pieces in prose and verse, selected from the writings of many authors, and 
all relating to the dissolution of earthly ties. The various pieces are arranged 
in four divisions—Death in the Spring Time of Innocence—in the Summer of 
Hope and Promise—in the Autumn of Wisdom and Fruition, and in the Win- 
ter of Silvered Age.

D. Arpteton & Co., from a large variety of elegant volumes prepared for 
the holidays, favor us with several, in which the choicest productions of 
literature and the most exquisite efforts of art contend with friendly rivalry 
for pre-eminence. The Zoken and the Mignonette are of the class of Annuals, 

est in pretension, et abounding in articles from the first pens of Ger- 
many and England, and embellished with engravings of more than ordinary 
sweetness. The Souvenir of Friendship is a larger and more beautiful volume 








of the same class, containing ten plates on steel, as chaste in design and fin. 
ished in execution as in any similar publication we remember to have seen, 
The typography, paper, and binding are of the very first class. These three 
Annuals are original with this house, and appear to have had the most ju- 
dicious editorial supervision. All the selections, while being light ang 
agreeable, as is appropriate to such books, are of a high order of litera 
merit. In conjunction with English publishers several volumes for the com: 
ing season have been issued by Messrs. Appleton. The Dairyman’s Daughter, 
by Rev. Legh Richmond, author of the “ Annals of the Poor,” a collection of 
Tales celebrated for their fervent piety, pathos, and literary ability, and 
among which the present is the most popular, is here presented in a style of 
bye ome excellence which is commensurate with the deserts of the sub. 
ject. The work is printed on tinted paper, and illustrated by engravings on 
wood, after Birket Foster and others. Coleridge’s Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner has received perhaps all the assistance which the painter’s and en. 
graver'’s art could render it. Several of the most eminent English artists 
have contributed to the illustrations of this wonderful poem. The volume jg 
small and of very moderate cost. The Poetical Works of George Herbert 
have always been the favorite reading of a great portion of cultivated and 
earnest minds. It would be difficult to convey an idea of the exquisite 
beauty. with which this volume has been got up. There are 44 of the finest 
wood engravings, and 117 smaller ornamental pieces; the paper is tinted, 
and printed with elegant antique type, and the book is bound in the most 
superb style. Still another, equal in point of mechanical execution and 
artistic decoration, is the Rhymes and Roundelays in praise of a Country Life, 
as sung by the Poets of all nations. No collection of verses could be more 
charming, or more universally acceptable than these. The general subject is 
arranged in divisions, such as Sunrise and Morning, Spring, Songs of the 
Birds, Flocks and Herds, Rural Scenery, Country Sports, Christmas Tide, &e, 
The engravings are after Birket Foster and others, and are as charming as 
the letter press. The four last-mentioned are on tinted paper. To us who 
merely attempt to briefly describe books for buyers, without the intention of 
making an article, the greatest difficulty experienced in noticing the above, 
consists in employing language sufficiently laudatory and which may yet not 
be mistaken for an unconsidered or empty recommendation. In running over 
the pages of the works whose titles we have mentioned, we could only regret 
that our plan and limits prevented such justice as might otherwise have been 
in our power to give them.
